north latitude. 


| New York, Sept. 14.—[Special. }—Command- 


er Robert E. Peary made an announcement 
to the geographical congress at the banquet 
given in his honor tonight. As expected it 
had to do with a new dash for the pole. He 
is going next summer in a vessel which will 
contain all the im ements suggested by 
his previous experiences in the arctic region, 
and this, he says, will be the final supreme 
effort of his life. 


Contracts for a Ship. i 

The presentation to Peary of the Paris 
Geographical society’s gold medal preceded 
the announcement. M. Cordier, president 
of the Paris society, made the presentation 
speech. In responding the explorer said: 
Tonight I have the pleasure of saying 
to you that the contract for my new arctic 
ship has been signed and its keel is being 
laid now. This means that the expedition 
upon which I have been putting my ener- 
gies during the last two years hes been 
lifted out of the realm of uncertainty, and 
that if I am alive I shall start north again 
next summer in another attempt upon the 
north pole. : 

Needs More Money. 

“It does not mean that I have all the 
money necessary, but it does mean that I 
have from now until the first of next July 
in which to obtain the additional funds nec- 


essary to fit out and equip a ship. I do not 
_ believe that ntrymen will permit thi 


essary funds. . 
cannot refrain from g word or two in 
regard to the ship. It will, I believe, be the 
ablest ship that ever pointed its nose inside 
the arctic'or antarctic circle. It will possess 
such shape as will enable it to rise to the 
pressure of ice floes and escape destruction. 
It will possess such strength of construction 
as will permit it to stand this pressure with- 
out injury. It will possess such features of 
bow as will enable it to smash the ice in its 
path, and will contain such engine power as 
will enable it to force its way through Ice, 

In maximum dimensions, length over all, 
breadth of beam and draught, this ship will 
be the size of the British antarctic ship, L.s- 
covery; in displacement it will be less; in 
power it will compare with our largest 
ocean gang tugs. It will have engines capa- 
ble of developing 1,000 indicated horse power 
continuously and 1,500 horse power for lim- 
ited periods, 

My route north presents features quite 
different from the route of the ship to the 
antarctic regions. The voyage is short, and 
the crux of the whole project Is the success- 
ful negotiation of a comparatively short dis- 
tance of ice incumbered channels, extending 
northward from Cape Sabine to the polar 


basin. 
Diseloses Plan of Campaign. 

“ What I require, then, is not a sailing 
ship with weak auxiliary engines, or a ship 
capable of remaining out for a number of 
years, covering long distances at slow speed, 
with a moderate consumption of coal. My 
requirements are for a powerful steamer, 
capable of forcing its way through com- 
paratively short distances, and demanding 
only a minimum amount of saW power to ena- 
ble it to creep home in case its coal is burnt. 
That is what I propose to build. g 

My plan of campuign is io torce this ship 
to the north shores of Grantland, taking on 
board at Whale sound the pick and flower 
of the Eskimo tribes with whom I have 
worked and lived so long. I shall go into 
winter quarters on that shore and start with 
the earliest returning light on a sledge jour- 
ney across the central polar pack, utilizing 
these Eskimos entirely for the rank and file 
of my party. 

If He Fail Some One Will Win. 

Never before has it been within the 
power of a white man to command the ut- 
most efforts and fullest resources of this 
Uttle tribe of people as 1 can do, and that 
fact will be of ihestimable advantage to me. 

“But I will not take up your time with 
the details. Next summer I shail start north 
again after that on which I have set my 
heart. Shall | win? God knows. I hope 
and dream and pray that I may. But it I 
do not some one else will. 

There is no higher, purer fleld of rivalry 
than this arctic and antarctic quest. If I 
win, you will have another one of these 
magnificent tokens for me to be proud of; 
if 1 fail, you will try it until some one gets 
there, and then we will have one of these 
for the man who wins, whether he bears 
the colors of France, England, Germany, 
Norway, or Italy, and we shall be proud of 
him, for we shall know he is a man and came 
of a nation of men, and that the best man 


won. 
Moral Support of Congress. 

The next session of the International Geo- 
graphical congress will be held at Geneva, 
Switzerland, some time between 1907 and 
1908. This decision was reached at today’s 
meeting of the congréss, when the dele- 
gates were asked to decide between Ge- 
neva and Buda-Pesth as the next place of 
meeting. Commander Robert E. Peary pre- 
sided at today’s meetings and a large num- 
ber of papers dealing with the various sub- 
jects in which the members of the congress 
are particularly interested were read. 

At the meeting of the polar regions sec- 
tion the following resolution, presented dy 
Sir John Murray, was adopted by unanimous 
vote:

PULLMAN SHUTDOWN 


Seven Thousand Men Now Idle at 
the Immense Car Works. 


Tools Are Ordered Removed and Work- 
ers Fear Change in Polisy. 


The immense Pullman car works at Pull- 
man are shut down this morning, and prac- 
tically every one of the company's 7,000 
employés is idle. | 

With no idea of when. work will be resumed 
and with cold weather at hand the idle work- 
men are alarmed. They fear a reduction in 
force and a cut in wages are behind the clos- 
ing of the plant. They were told to take 
their tools with them when they left the 
works, and from this infer that a consider- 
able period of idleness confronis them. 

The closing of the big car works at the 
“model city came yesterday when the 
1,500 workers in the repair department were 
laid off. That had been the only branch 
of the plant in operation for some time, and 
its closing left not more than 100 men ai 
work, just enough to put the fnishing 
touches on what little work remained on 
hand and to keep the many buildings in con- 
dition. 

Tool Order Causes Forebodings. 


discharged men was the wording of the order 
dismissing them. It said in substance:

at once. 

Old employés of the company said the 
latter part of the notice was unusual. They 
could draw from it only one inference, and 
that was that a complete change in the 
policy of the company was at hand.

Shutdown Order Unexpected.

A number of employés, believing that the 
shutdown of the plant will be of long dura- 
tion, announced their intention of leaving 
Pullman and seeking work elsewhere.

PRESIDENT’S SON SEEKS 
“HEALTH IN FAR NORTH. 


Theodore Roosevelt Jr., Accompanied by 
2 Physician, Passes Through Mon- 
treal on Way to Lake St. John. 


Montreal, Que., Sept. 14.—[Special.]—The 
officials of the Windsor station of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway, which is also the ter- 
minus of the New York Central, say that 
Theodore Rooseveit Jr. passed through Mon- 
treal on his way to Lake St. John this 
morning. He was accompanied by Dr. Alex- 
ander Lambert and probably no one would 
have known about their presence if young 
Roosevelt had rot lost the key of his vatise. 

Some of the United States customs and 
immigration officials were appealed to for 
the purpese of finding a key that would fit 
it. They were traveling incognito. 

From what Dr. Lambert said it would 
appear that President Roosevelt's son is 
threatened with a severe iliness, and that 
they intend to stay for some weeks in the 
northern climate of Lake St. John. 

Dr. Lambert said: “ We prefer not to 
have it known that we have. been here, for 
if our. presence is known we will no doubt 
be asked to accept all sorts of hospitality.” 

Lake St. John is the mecca of American 
fishermen. It takes about four hours to 
get there from Quebec. The climate ts cool 
and dry, and on account of its northern sit- 
uation the travelers will just get the Cana- 
dian Indian summer there. A village of 
Montagnard Indians, who migrate to the 
unknown north in winter, is quite close, and 
the great sporting attraction is the Ouanan- 


iche fishing.

Mrs. Alice Rogers, 3437 Rhodes avenue, 
sought in vain yesterday to stop the mar 
riage of her husband, William H. Rogers, to 
his stenographer, Miss Naomi Spencer. 

During the morning Mrs. Rogers noticed in 
the society column of a Sioux City (la.) 
newspaper that the wedding was imminent 
in Omaha, so she had recourse to the tele- 
graph wires, beseeching the police of the 
western city to avert the ceremony. 9 

The police went to work. but late at night 
came news that the wedding had taken 
place. Rogers, who is president of the 
Hawkeye club of Sioux City, declared he 
had a divorce; Mrs. Rogers, in Chicago, says 
he has none unless it is illegal. 


Text of Wife’s Appeal. 

Mrs. Rogers’ message was addressed to 
Chief of Police Donahue of Omaha, and was 
as follows: 

Chief of Police: Stop wedding of William H. 
Rogers, manager of the Chicago Newspaper Union 
at Sioux City and Miss Naomi Spencer, his ste- 
nographer. Rogers is not divorced. I am his wife 
and reside at 3437 Rhodes avenue, Chicago. 
Rogers may claim that he fs divorced, but if he has 
a divorce it was fraudulently secured, and I have 
notified Sioux City attorneys to begin proceedings 
at once to annul any decree that he may have. The 
wedding is to take place tomorrow (Sept. 14) at the 
home of a sister of the woman, Mrs. Ed Bratt or 
Mrs. Maurice Harrington of your city. 

Rogers Satisfies the Police. 

Rogers and his stenographer were reported 
to have left Sioux City on a morning train. 
Friends saw them, and to some it was hinted 
that a wedding was planned. 

The police watched the residences of the 
sisters of the bride, named in the telegram. 
Finally a man who said he was Mr. Rogers 
applied for a marriage license, and declared 
to th police that no steps had been taken 
in Sioux City to secu annulment of the di- 
vorce which he had secured there. 

The police then decided not to interfere, 
and Mr. Rogers and his stenographer were 
married by the Rev. Robert Yost of 8. 
Mary's Avenue Congregational church in the 
evening. Mr. Rogers insisted that no efforts 
had been made at secrecy. 3 

Stenographer Causes Trouble. 
Mrs. Rogers of Chicago said her husband 


had shown a marked fondness for Miss Spen- 
| cer ever since the young woman entered his 


employ in 1893. A family estrangement fol- 
lowed and the wife and her two sons re- 
moved to Chicago. 

“Mir. Rogers still is my husband,” she de- 
clared before she had learned that her at- 
tempts to prevent the marriage had been 
unsuccessful. “If he has secured a divorce 


tion of the country and the determined pres- 
sure of the Japanese armies does much to 
restore Gen. Kouropatkin's prestige in mili- 
tary circles. 


Retreat Under Hardships. 

The report dwells upon the terrible dim. 
culties encountered during the retreat at 
Liaoyang from positions’ on the southern 
front, when twenty-four horses and a whole 
company of infantry harnessed to a single 
gun were not able to remove the gun from a 
quagmire. 

It is shown that the retirement from Liao- 

yang to the north bank of the Taitze river 
was carried out in good order and with celer - 
ity under cover of night on Aug. 31, when it 
had become evident that Gen. Kuroki was 
making a determined drive at the Russian 
communications north of Liacoyang. 
Gen. Kouropatkin pays tribute to the cour- 
age and devotion of every arm of the service 
under his command, and especially to the 
bravery of the troops to whem was set the 
task of recapturing the Sykwantun hills on 
the north bank of the Taitze river. 

The encampment of the night of Sept. 2 
was productive of some of the most severe 
fighting of the whole battle. It was prac- 
tically a company commanders’ fight, com- 
mands becoming separated In the darkness 
and independent units acting upon their own 
initiative with the one object of carrying 
out the commander's orders to retake the 
heights. This account puts the Russian 
soldier in a different light from the generally 
accepted belief that he is a mere military 
automaton, capable only of acting In a mass 
under specific instructions. 


Sykwantun Decisive Point. 

The necessity of retaking the Sykwantun 
heights formed the first break in Gen. Kou- 
ropatkin’s plan and lost him a whole day. 
Sept. 2, and thus delayed launching the blow 
against Kuroki; and when the Russians had 
just regained a foothold on the coveted posi- 
tion, Orloff’s failure to hold the Japanese ad- 
vance against the Yentai mines threatened 
the envelopment of Kouropa:kin on the 
north, crippled the whole Russian scheme, 
and forced the now historic retreat to Muk- 
den. 

The report as given out coves not state the 
casualties, but it is authoritatively stated 
that they were under 17,000. 

Army Now at Mukden. 

The war office le extremely reticent re- 
garding the present situation and future 
plans at the front. It is stated in general 
terms that the army iz concentrated around 
Mukden, leaving the inference that it is 
ready to make another stand. There has 
been no rain the past two days and it is 
probable the country will now dry up and 
leave two months of good weather for the 
fall campaign. 

Many things may happen during this pe- 
riod, but it is asserted by a high authority 
that preparations are being steadily pushed 
looking to the wintering of the Russian army 
at Harbin.

Forced to Face Kuroki. 


“ Owing to attacks on our left on Aug. 30 


and 31 it was to be supposed that the main 
body of Kuroki’s army had been told off 
to turn the left flank of our position and at- 
tack our line of communication. In conse- 
quence, I resolved to hdraw the advance 
troops to the main position and concentrate 
a, large force against Kuroki's and attempt 


to hurl his army back upon the Taitze river. 


“Only at certain points was this carried 
“out successfully. 
At nightfall, undisturbed by the Japan- 
Se, we commenced the evacuation of our 
advanced positions, which already had ren- 
dered great service in weakening the ene- 
my by enormous losses. Thanks to the suf- 
/ficient number of bridges and the manner 
in which the roads leading to them had been 
laid, out, all the troops destined to take the 
offensive were safely on the right bank of 
the river on the morning of Sept. 1. The 
enemy did not occupy our abandoned advance 
positions until the evening of Sept. 1, when 
they opened an artillery fire upon Liaoyang. 
No trophies of war fell into the hands of 
she enemy. 
second Plan of Operations. 
„ adopted the following plan of opera- 
tions: Having crossed to the right bank of 
the river’ the army had taken up a position 
between the village of Sykwantun and 
heights near the Yentai mines, which it was 
intended to occupy with all our detachments, 
composed of thirteen battalions. 
Taking the position near Sykwantun as 
a pivot, it was intended that the army effect 
a movement to flank the Japanese positions, 
which extended from the Taitse river near 


the village of Kwantun toward the Yentai 


collieries. Offensive operations began when 
all the troops had taken up their allotted po- 
sitions. 


Fight for Sykwantun Position. 

The night of Sept. 1 the commander of 
the corps on the right flank sent a dispatch 
gtating that the Japanese had taken the 
offensive and occupied the district northwest- 
ward of our Sykwantun position, which was 
of great importance to us. The Russian 
regiment holding the district was forced to 
retire, and | wae obliged to change my plans 
in order to retake the lost ground the fol- 
lowing day. It was not until the evening 
of Sept. 2 that the entire mountain village 
of Sykwantun was in our hands. 

At first our attacks did not succeed, but 
the fighting was continued with unabated 
vigor, even after darkness had set in. We 
repeatedly gained possession of,the heights, 
but were finally compelled to withdraw tem- 

Manx of our detachments became mixed 
wp, and in the disorder unity of command 
was rendered difficult Leaders of individual 
detachments, however, continued the at- 
tacks time after time, and at last succeeded 
in occupying the desired position, thereby 
attaining the object of the operations of our 
right flank 


How Orloff’s Force Was Beaten. 

As soon as the left flank in the vicinity 
of the Yentail mines, on Sept. 2 (Orioff’s de- 
tachment), occupied the heights to the north 
of the mines, holding a strong position facing 
south, he opened fire with two batteries and 
engaged the army in an artillery duel. Or- 
loff's right flank was then four miles from 
the left flank and the remainder of the army. 
In order to aid our troops holding positions 
near Sykwantun, Orloff sent part of his force 
' from the hills and attacked the enemy in the 
direction of the village of Sakhumoon. This 

movement was carried out in cornfields. 
Our men met with a frontal and a flank 
fire, and, losing their bearings in the corn- 
fields, began to retire. The troops remain- 

ing in the hills also retired westward. 
By that time Orloff’s detachment was

: Cossacks Make Good Stand. 

“After the evacuation of the position 
which had been intended to serve ag a base 
for our attack, the Japanese extended north- 
ward and occupied the whole range of hills 
and the Yentai mines. Samsonoff's sotnia of 
Cossacks dismounted and defended our posi- 
tions with the utmost courage, but were 
gradually driven back. 

The enemy was bow established in an ex- 
tremely strong position on the hills, and it 
would have been too hazardous for our left 
flank to attack them, in view of the loses 
| sustained in the previous five days. We 

therefore withdrew to the village of Talien- 
| ko, and I decided to retire to Mukden, the re- 
treat being accomplished on Sept. 7. 

| “The evacuation of Liaoyang began ‘and 
\arae-eoncluded-the morning of Sept. 4. All 


our equipment was removed a there was 
no time to save the commiesrariat reserves, 
which were sufficient to last the whole army 
eight. days. These were all destroyed. The 
pontoon bridges were dis mantled and carried 
off by the troops, while temporary pontoons 
were burned, and the railway bridge wrecked. 
The army retired in perfect order. The en- 
omy attempted to pursue, but were repulsed. 

“ Precautions were taken on Sept. 3 and 4 
to prevent a turning movement from the 
east. The Japanese to the southward took 
no vigorous initiative, but Gen Kuroki as- 
sumed the offensive to the eastward. Our de- 
tachments holding positions : - Talienko sus- 
tained a furious night attack, which was 
particularly desperate on Sept. 5. We re- 
tained our position, but suffered heavy losses, 
one regiment, which bore the brunt of the 
fight, losing 500 in killed or wounded. 


Danger of Attack Is Past. 


“By the evening of Sept. 5 the danger 
of a simultaneous attack on our front and 
left flank had disappeared. The removal 
of our artillery, transport, and baggage 
trains was effected in the face of immense 
difficulties, but was successfully concluded. 
Our retirement on Mukden on Sept. 7 was 
covered by a strong rear guard of cayalry. 
“We abandoned nothing from Aug. 30 
up to the time of our arrival at Mukden. 
Our engineers worked with the greatest de- 
votion. Throughout all the fighting they 
rendered invaluable service in making and 
repairing roads and assisting in the railway 
trance.“ 

The general staff gives out figures of losses 
which are not stated in the summary of Kou- 
ropatkin’s report furnished for publication. 
According to this statement the losses were 
under 17,000, with 4,500 killed. | 

' Japs Stick Close to Yentai. 

The war office’s information indicates that 
the Japanese forces, which have not yet re- 
covered from their terrible exertions and 
losses at the battle of Liaoyang, are concen- 
trated at Yental, not venturing north. Small 
columns of a few thousand men each occupy 
positions along the roads leading to Mukden, 
east and west of the e. 


RUSSIANS SOUTH OF HUN RIVER. 
TOKIO, Sept. 14—A telegram was received 
here from Field Marshal Oyama confirming 
previous reports that a considerable force 
of Russians is still seuth of the Hun river. 


| Russian scouts are constantly appearing 


before the Japanese outposts. The Russians 
occasionally bring out their batteries from 
the vicinity of Sankuuishih hill, and Russian 
cavalry camps have been seen in the neigh- 
borhood of Wulilaitzu and Soutaitzu. Vari- 
ous forces of Russian troops are posted be- 
tween Mukden and Sinmintin, about thirty 
miles to the west, and at Tie pass, some. 
forty miles north of Mukden, the Russians 
are fortifying the heights on „ the 
Liao river. 


Nodzu’s Heavy 1 
Gen. Nodzu reports that the heaviest fight - 
ing at Liaoyang occurred during the evening 
of Sept. 3. The Twentieth regiment, having 
previously lost successively two regimental 
and four battalion commanders, assaulted 
and dislodged the Russians from their re- 
doubts at.Yusfangmiao. There were no Jap- 
anese officers above the rank of captain. 
Capt. Yegami, commanding the regiment, 
led the charge and inspirited his men. The 
reserves unhesitatingly filled the gaps in the 
assaulting line. 
wire entanglements and other obstructions, 
rushed up to the Russian works shouting 
ae Banzai.”’ 
One battalion lost all its officers in the first 
clash and a private subsequently commanded 
it. One company was reduced to fourteen or 
fifteen men. The regiment's losses were

UNCERTAINTY OVER MUKDEN. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
PARIS, Sept. 15, 3 a. m.—Nothing has been | 
received here enabling a harmonization of 
conflicting reports concerning the Russian 
intention to hold Mukden or otherwise. It 
is anticipated there will be no further se- 
rious operations in many days, the Japanese, 
apart from their exhaustion, being believed 

to be short of ammunition. 


Steamer Calchas a Problem. 
Various versions of the decision in the 
case of the seized steamer Calchas are given 
in Viadivostok dispatches. One intimates 
it is decided to release the vessel, only de- 
taining the alleged contraband part of the 
cargo, while another says it will be detained 
pending an appeal to St. Petersburg. Still 
another declares it will be released on the 
deposit of a large sum of money by its own- 


ers. 
Japs Want Volunteer Fleet. 

From Tokio it is stated it has been decided 
to form a large volunteer fleet by public 
subscription. It is to be used to patrol the 
seas and protect Japanese shipping from 
Russian commerce destroyers. There is 
every indication that the public will respond 
patriotically. The government probably will 
take over more private vessels and equip 
‘them with quick firing guns. It will build 
others and try to purchase some abroad. 

It is estimated there are now 3,000 Russian 
prisoners in Japan, and the government is 
considering how they may be employed. 
They are cesting the state $500,000 yearly. 


PORT ARTHUR STILL DEFIANT. 


Gen. Stoessel Sends Report to Czar Tell- 
ing of Many Attacks He Has 
Repulsed. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 14.—The em- 
peror has received the following dispatch 
tom Gen. Stoessel, commander of the Rus- 
sian military forces at Port Arthur, dated 
Aug. 28: 


et 3 o'clock in the morning of Aug. 27, during 
a violent rain and thunder storm, the Japa- 
nese again attempted to capture our left 
flank positions, near No. 1 fort and UWéan 
mountain. 

“Their attack was everywhere repulsed. 
Our losses were small—three men killed and 
two officers and ninety-eight men wounded. 

Another dispatch from Gen. Stoessel to the 
emperor, dated Sept. 2. says: 

“On the night of Sept. 1 the enemy at- 
tacked Visokaya and Dlinnaya mountains 
and the neighboring fertification, opening 
simultaneously an artillery fire on the forts 
and mountains. 

“The leading files of the enemy, with the 
Japanese columns following them, were dis- 
covered in good time and our batteries 
opened on them. The leading files fortu- 
nately encountered some automatic mines 
and many of the enemy were blown into the 
air. The attack was repulsed in an hour. 
Our losses were inconsiderable—one officer 
and seven men wounded.”

Collect Cash for War Purposes 
and Are Readjusting System 
of Salt Customs. : 


MUKDEN, Sept. 14.—The Japanese are 
causing a sensation among the natives of 
Manchuria as they advance by establishing 
their own system of taxation and adminis- 
tration’ as though the country were actual 
Japanese territory. 

They are paying for supplies with promis- 
sory notes on the war fund, a blanket note 
being given for the payment of each village 
on the basis of population, leaving the resi- 
dents to divide pro rata. Few of these notes 
have yet been collected in cash, but Japanese 
officials are collecting a cash tax levied “ for 
war expenses.“ They have even notified the 
governor of Mukden to discontinue the sait 
tax, as it will be readjusted upon a Japanese 
basis. 

They have almost doubled the customs du - 
ties at Yinkow, and have placed such a heavy 
tax upon the thousands of boats sailing 
thence as practically to paralyze trade. 

Much bushwhacking is going on upon the 
road south of Mukden, and many Russian 
soldiers have been killed from the flelds of 
Chinese corn. 

The conduct of the Japanese since thelr 
occupation of Liaoyang indicates a laxity of 
discipline.

DENIES LONDON TIMES’ CHARGE. 


Berlin Foreign Office Says Only Treaty 
with Russia Is Commercial One 


BERLIN, Sept. 14.-The foreign office here, 
taking notice of the article in the London 
Times today setting forth that a secret un- 
derstanding exists between Russia and Ger- 
many in regard to the far east, depending on 
Japan's defeat, says that Japan twice since 
the Russian warships sought refuge at 


Shantung peninsula, has expressed formally 
her satisfaction with Germany’s careful ob- 
servance of neutral obligations, besides hav- 
ing sent a warship to obtain visual proof that 
the ships are disarmed.

| Russians Said to Have I Decided Question 


Regarding Coal and Provisions 
in Transit. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 

LONDON, Sept. 15, 3 a. m.—A dispatch to 
the Daily Mail from St. Petersburg says a 
special meeting has been held at Peterhof for 
the purpose of drafting a formula defining 
the lines on which naval officers shall act in 
seizing contraband. The czar presided, and 
Grand Duke Alexis, Vice Admiral Avellan, 
Count Lamsdorff, and several heads of de- 
partments attended. 

Everything turned on the right of seizing 
contraband consigned to private persons. It 
was decid i that coal, provisions, and such 
articles so consigned are not seizable unless 
the captor can prove they are intended, d- 
rectly or indirectly, for the enemy’s army.“ 

The correspondent says he learns that all 
British claims thus far are admitted and that 
owners of confiscated ships will be paid. 


MR. FIELD DENIES HE IS ILL. 


Contradicts Rumors Sent Out from 
Paris on Eve of His Departure 
for London. 


PARIS, Sept. 14.—Marshall Field of Chi- 
cago, who, according to a report published 
in the United States by a news agency, has 
been seriously ill in this city, was seen to- 
night in his apartments at the Hotel Bris- 
tol. He laughed at the report of his illness 
and said that he took a slight cold a few 
days ago, and, feeling indisposed, decided 
to remain indoors owing to the rainy weather. 

Mr. Field said that he felt so much bet- 
ter that he expected to go out tomorrow and 
had arranged to leave for London on Friday 
of this week. 

Mr. Field requested that a most positive 
contradiction be made of the alarming re- 
port regarding his health.

SOLDIERS KILLED BY BALLOON. 


Disaster Is Caused by Wind During 
Military Exercises of Austrian 
Troops. 


VIENNA, Sept. -14.—During military bal- 
looning exercises at St. Hulweissenburg to- 
day, a sudden puff of wind lifted a balloon 
with a number of soldiers hanging to the 
ropes. Eight of the soldiers were hurled 
against a rock and two of them were killed 
outright and six were an injured. The 
balloon disappeared. 


NOTES FROM FOREIGN LANDS. 


BARCELONA, SPAIN—A dynamite bomb was 
exploded before the gate of St. Joseph's orphan- 
age. It injured nobody, but caused 4 panic 
among the Inmates and passersby.

Capt. Berlinsky, pending the receipt of a 
reply to his inquiry, has made no formal 
statement of his desires to this government, 
but it is known in Washington that the Rus- 
sian commander does not desire to make 
temporary repairs and leave port, homeward 
bound, with almost certain capture or de- 
struction likely to ensue.

CONSUL GENERAL IS REMOVED. 


Robert M. McWade at Canton, China, 
Charged with Selling False Entry 
Certificates to Chinese. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 14.— [Special. }— 
Robert M. McWade, United States consul 
general at Canton, China, today was re- 
moved from office by President Roosevelt. 

Consul General McWade wad removed 
from office by President Roosevelt Because 
he was engaged in the sale of certificates to 
Chinese admitting them to the United States 
in violation of the law. 

For some years this practice has given the 
government considerable trouble, Certifi- 
cates were sold to coolier, who were certified 
as merchants.“ False certifications of this 
character are responsible for the illegal ad- 
mission of many Chinese to this country, but 
to what extent the practice prevailed at 
Canton cannot be ascertained. 

Last January charges were made against 
Consul General McWade. One month later 
Assistant Secretary of State Plerce started 
tn a tour of the world. When he reached 
Canton he made an investigation, and gave 
the accused official an opportunity to make 
an answer. Upon his return to the United 
States Mr. Pierce made his report and placed 
it in the hands of the president. The report 
was of such a character that the president 
removed Mc Wade summarily. 

Mr. McWade was born in Ireland, and was 
appointed consul at Canton on Jan. 18, 1900, 
upon the recommendation of Senators Quay 
and Penrose.

That is, her navy must more than equa! the 
combined navies of the two or three next 
strongest navies in the world. The British 
empire was acquired and held by the British 
navy. If some other power, or coalition of 
powers, could master England on the water 
her empire would be dismembered just as the 
oversea empires of Portugal, Spain, . and 
France were dismembered. At least this is 
the British reasoning now, as it has been for 
hundreds of years. 

In the seventeenth century Hölland was 
the great maritime rival of Great Britain. 
So the English allied themselves with 
France and crushed Holland. Then the 
French navy, under Colbert, began to spring 
up. The British combined with Holland and 
destroyed the French navy. Early the fol- 
lowing century Spain, under Alberoni, gave 


‘signs of reviving her sea enterprises, so Eng- 


land wiped out her navy. France had as- 
pirations in India and began another navy 
to foster them, which navy England de- 
stroyed. So it has always been. England 
insists on the unquestioned superiority of 


the sea. 


‘She has maintained this superiority by 
two methods—addition and subtraction. 
She would either add to her own fleet or sub- 
tract from her enemy’s. In the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries she kept ahead by 
subtracting from her enemy’s, but since 
1805 she has not been at war with a great 
sea power, and has, consequently, been 
forced to keep ahead by ship building. 

But of late years rival nations have been 
setting a pretty fast pace in ship building, 
thus requiring England to set even a faster 
one. And she is beginning to feel it wou 
be cheaper for her to reduce rival arma- 
ments—especially Germany’s—than to keep 
on increasing her own. 

So, either in accordance with blind in- 


4stinct, or in pursuance to a general plan, the

respectable ahd conservative of publications 
‘continually sound “notes of warning.” 
Some of them go so far as to bewall the di- 
vorce proceeding which is threatened be- 
tween Neptune and Britannia. In. the 
Times, the Spectator, and the various re- 
views there appears a constant succession of 
articles under such titles as German In- 
trigue; A Note of Warning.“ Shall Ger- 
mania Rule the Waves,“ The Restless 
Kaiser,” War Lord and Sea Lord.“ 
Even good old Punch has been drawn is. 
The cartoon printed on this page illustrates 
the reeentest feature of the anti-German 
propaganda. The story is that while the 
Russian cruisers, by agreement with Ger- 
many, arrested British commerce to the ori- 
ent, they have made only a pretense of in- 
terfering with German trade.- Consequent- 
jy the German ships are giving the safer 
passage to the far east and shippers prefer 
them. Britannia, meanwhile, is weakly dis- 
‘consolate. 
The following story, which is by no means 
known to be authentic, is a present favorite 
with the British press. It first appeared 
anonymously: “An amusing story is 
learned on excellent authority by our cor- 
respondent,” ete. The story was that once, 
when the kaiser and czar met at sea on 
their yachts, they entertained each other at 
‘a champagne luncheon. When the achts 
and the escort fleets were about to separate 
the kaiser signaled, “The admiral of the 
Atlantic salutes the admiral of the Pacific.” 
(This was before the Japanese war). The 
ezar, wishing neither to affront the kaiser 
nor impliedly to pronounce himself admiral] 
of the Pacific, merely responded, “ Fare- 
well.” 

This exchange of courtesies between the 
two emperors is supposed to have taken 
place over a year ago. But ever since its 
first appearance the majority of British 
newspapers have taken delight in irritating 
and angering their readers by allusions to 
the Admiral of the Atlantic.” . 

While the British press is apparently try- 
ing to prepare the people for war, the Brit- 
ish government is making every diplomatic 
preparation to isolate Germany. Even Rus- 
sia is to, be placated. There is a negative 
alliance with France. A friendly hand is 
held out to Italy. 

The signs are that the next war will be 
between Great Britain and Germany, and 

whatever the assigned cause of the conflict, 
the real reason will lie in British jealousy of 
-Germany’s increasing navy. The English 
are becoming gradually convinced that, as 
*a purely business proposition, it would be 
cheaper to subtract from the German navy 
than to add any further to their own, and 
when the British are convinced of the busi- 
ness advantages of a scheme they usually 
adopt it. 


FRICTION AT PANAMA. 

The friction between the United States 
authorities in the canal zone and the gov- 
ernment of the isthmidn republic; which has 
been referred to in recent dispatches, is due 
chiefly to the establishment of custom 
houses and imposition of tariff duties by the 
former. It is contended on behalf of the 
republic that all this is unwarranted by the 
treaty, aud is prejudicial to the interests of 
its people. |

rights, power, and authority within the 

‘limits of the canal zone which it would have 
if it were the sovereign of the territory.”

Doubtless this 
is true as to some of the articles mentioned, 
and the producers are much disappointed be- 
cause they had believed they would find a 
profitable market among the workers on the 
canal,

HERE are many who will be sorry to 
learn that Harcourt house, in Caven- 
dish square, which may well be de- 
acribed as one of the “ stately homes 
of England.“ is about to be torn down, 
the superb garden having been purchased 
by the postoffice department. while the house 
itself is to make way for a great business 
and office building, the lower floors of which 
will be devoted to automobile salesrooms. 

At the time of Aubrey Harcourt's death, 
when Sir William Harcourt succeeded to 
his immensely valuable property, I gave ex- 
pression’ to the general belief that as soon 
as the lease which Lord Breadalbane held 
of the house came to an end, Sir William and 
his American wife, a daughter of the nis- 
torian, Lothrop Motley, would make Har- 
court house their London residence, and 
that at his demise it would become the met- 
ropolitan home of his son, Lulu Har- 
court, who was married to Miss Burns of 
New York and who is a member of the Lon- 
don house of J. Pierpont Morgan. But it 
stems that a few days before Aubrey Har- 
court’s death he had sold his interest in the 
property, the ground to the postoffice de- 
partment, which intends to erect a branch 
office there, and the house to a syndicate of 
| business men. 
arcourt house was built according to the 
designs of Thomas Archer at the beginning 
of the eighteenth century for Robert Ben- 
son, Lord Bingley, at whose death it waa 
purchased by Simon, first Earl Harcourt. 
One night a card party took place there. 
The stakes were high, and luck went against 
the earl. At last the mansion and the ex- 
tensive grounds were the stake, and they 
were lost to the third duke of Portland, great- 
grandfather of the present duke. But when 
the. transfer came to be made it was found 
that there were legal difficulties In the way 
of alienating the house from the estate of 
which it formed part. The difficulty was 
got over by the duke taking a long lease 
from the earl of Harcourt on favorable

The next occupants of the house were the 
fourth duke, and then the fifth and late duke 
of Portland, whose eccentricities have given 
rise to so much romance and, legend, and 
who built the whole of the subterranean por- 
tion of Welbeck abbey in order to avoid the 
gaze of strangers.

privacy. These screens are_still standing. 

At his death Lord Breadalbane obtained 
possession of the lease which has now ter- 
minated and occupied Harcourt house until 
about a year ago. 

It is possible that when the house comes 
to be pulled down some further discoveries 
will be made in connection with the mys- 
terious existence of the late duke of Port- 
land, who made it his London home. It is 
charged by the present claimant to the Port- 
land dukedom and estates that fear of be-

Lord Sligo, who is heir to the eccentric 
marquis of Clanricarde, is descended from 
John Brown, who was a colonial in the army 
of King James II. and one of the parties to 
the treaty of Limerick, which he is credited 
with having drafted. His descendants were 
successively invested with the barony ot. 
Monteagle, the viscounty of Westport, and 
the earldom of Altamont, receiving the mar- 
quisate of Sligo as the price of their support 
of the union between England and Iréland 
at the beginning of the last century. While 
Lord Sligo sits in the house of lords as Lord 
Monteagle, there is no connection whatsoever 
between his family and that of the Lord 
Monteagle who played so prominent a part 
in the gunpowder plot in the reign of King 
James I. 


Although Edmund Gosse was nominated 
last winter to the librarianship of the house 
of lords, it is only now that his appointment 
has been officially gazetted. It is a most de 
sirable appointment, carrying with it a sal- 
ary of $5,000 a year, as well as an official res- 
idence in the houses of parliament, the 
library itself being located on the main floor 
of the palace of Westminster, overlooking 
the river and in line with the commons din- 
ing rooms and library. The collection con- 
tains 50,000 volumes and an immense num- 
ber of valuable papers and some rare his-

DUKE OF WELLINGTON 


I never in my life gave up anything once 
urdertook.—Duke of — 22 : 
For this is England’s greatest son. 
He that guin’d a hundred fights, 
Nor ever lost an English gun. 
RTHUR WELLESLEY, duke of Wel- 
lington, was born in Ireland of Eng- 
lish stock in 1769. Like that of his 
great rival, Napoleon, who was born 
the same year, the date of Welling- 
ton’s birth is not positively known, but prob- 
ably it was May 1. Nor, curiously enough, 
is the place of his birth certain. It was either 
Dublin or Dangan Castle, County Meath, the 
estate of his father, the earl of Mornington. 
In youth as in manhood, he was without 
fashy qualities, and he was long looked 
upon as the dunce of his family. So stupid did 
his mother think him that she could not en- 
dure to have him near her. At Eton he 
started on his fighting career by giving a 
famous whipping to Bobus Smith, a boy 
larger than himself. From Eton he went to 
a French military school at Angers. 
Wellesley was still regarded as dull and 
frivolous, but, aided by money and political 
influence, he started as ensign and rose 
steadily through the various grades of the 
army until, at 24, he secured a lieutenant 
colonelcy. In 1796 he and his regiment were 
sent to India. The next three years were 
years of inaction and oscurity for the 
young soldier, but they were usefully em- 
ployed. He began at this time a study of 
the art of war, which, in thoroughness, Has 
never been surpassed. He read, all the mili- 
tary text books. He familiarized himself 
with every detail of the soldier’s life, learned 
the exact amount of food required for every 
mouth, the weight that could be carried, the 
distance that could be marched without ex- 
haustion or injury. He labored with his 
rogiment until it was the most perfectly 
drilled and disciplined in India. He later 
said that in these years he laid the founda- 
tions for his success as a soldier. 


In 1 an expedition was sent against 
Tip Saib, sultan of Mysore. Wellesley 
commanded a division and served with dis- 
tinction at the battle of Malvalli and at the 
successful assault upon Seringapatam. In 
1799 the Mahratta freebooter Dhoondiah 
had collected 5.000 men. Wellesley attacked 
him at the head of four regiments of cavalry, 
killed him, and dispersed his following. Mili- 
tary operations becoming necessary against 
the Mahratta chiefs Sindhia and Holkar, 
Wellesley marched 600 miles in forty-two 
days with 10,000 soldiers, and on April 20, 
1803, entered Poona, the Mahratta capital. 
On Aug. 23 he found himself unexpectedly 
confronting the combined forces of Sindhia 
and the rajah of Berar at Assaye. The ene- 
my had 45,000 men and 100 guns and occupied 
a strong position. Wellesley had less than 
7,000 men, only 2,000 of whom were Euro- 
peans. Nevertheless, almost without fhesita- 
tion Wellesley resolved to attack. He lost 
2,500 men, but won the most brilliant victory 
ever achieved by a European force in India. 


Now become Sir Arthur Wellesley, K. C. 
B., he returned to England in 1805. Sir John 
Moore’s campaign against the French in 
Spain and Portugal having failed, Wellesley 
was sent to the peninsula in 1809 as chief in 
command of the English forces, and began 
that wonderful display of patience, tenacity. 
and generalship which finally drove the 
French from Spanish and Portuguese soil. 
Wellesley’s movements were delayed by the 
neglect and treachery of the Spanish gov- 
ernment. His government at home supplied 
him with insufficient resources. Napoleon 
had in Spain 400,000 men commanded by some 
of his ablest generals, Soult, Victor, and Mas- 
sena being among them. But from the day 
the hero of Assaye arrived in Portugal the 
French power in the peninsula steadily de- 
clined. Soult was speedily driven from Por- 
tugal. Marshal Victor, with 80,000 men, at- 
tacked Wellesiey, with 20,000 English and 
40,000 Spaniards, at Talavera, and was com- 
pletely defeated. From lack of reinforce- 
ments Wellesley, now Viscount Wellington, 
was compelled to retire to Almeida. In the 
spring of 1810 Massena moved against him 
with 70,000 men, but encountered the im- 
pregnable lines of Torres Vedras which Wel- 
lington had erected during the winter, lost 
30,000 men. and had to retreat to avoid starv- 
ation. Wellington followed him, whipped 
him at Sabagal and Fuentes de Onoro,-and 
beat Soult at Albuera. In 1812 Wellington 
took Ciudad Rodrigo, stormed Badajoz, de- 
feated Marmont at the battle of Tormes, and 
on Aug. 12 entered Madrid. Now command- 
er-in-chief of 200,000 English, Spanish, and 
Portuguese, 70,000 of whom were well drilled, 
Wellington gave the French a crushing de- 
feat at Vittoria, drove them through the 
Pyrenees, whipped Soult at Orthes and Tou-

ARGUE WISCONSIN FIGHT. 


ATTORNEYS BEGIN PLEADINGS 
BEFORE SUPREME COURT. 


Judges Admit Amended Complaint ot 
Stalwart Faction, Which Denies 
Right of Old State Committee to 
Certify Which Convention Was 
Legal—La Follette’s Lawyer Attacks 
National Convention and Upholds 
Action of State Body. 


Madison. Wis., Sept. 14. 14.—[{ Special. }—The 
Supreme court today in the contest over the 
regularity of the republican state ticket de- 
cided to admit the amended complaint of the 
stalwarts. The complaint recites the action 
of the old committee on Monday in certify- 


ins the La Follette ticket and denies its right 


to meet and decide which convention was 
legal after it had been out of existence two 
months. 

Both sides were represented by counsel and 
the arguments will be continued tomorrow. 
An early decision is expected. 


Objects to Complaint. 

The first proceeding was the filing of the 
amended complaint. Attorney Chenoweth 
for the La Follette ticket objected to this, 
but was overruled. The attorney contended 
that the state central committee is the only 
legal authority to decide which is the regu- 
lar ticket; that this body was created through 
an act of the legislature, and that its de- 
cision should be final. The answer of the 
La Follette faction attacks the national 
committee, the credentials committee, and 
the national convention itself. 


Holds Split Gives Both Place. 
In reply to Judge Dodge, Attorney Olin said 
the complainants did not hold that the con- 
ventions were legally called but that there 
was a split, each faction claiming to be the 
regular convention. The attorney said the 
contest is which set of names shall the secre- 
tary of state place on the ballot under the 
party name. The policy of the statute is that 
both factions shall represented on the 
ballot, when there is a split. It is only in 
Wisconsin that this privilege is allowed. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 14.—[{Special.]—S. 
A. Cook, stalwart republican candidate for 
governor, has issued a statement saying if 
the Supreme court decides in favor of Gov.

Wants More Men for Legislature. 


President George E. Cole of the Legislative 
Voters’ league addressed a letter to the re- 
publican county committee calling attention 
to its lack of candidates for the legislature 
and to the fact that the democratic commit- 
tee has taken steps to remecy a similar de- 
fect. Chairman Reddick of the republican 
committee said the matter would be laid be- 
fore the executive committee today, but he 
did not indicate the probable action. 

In bringing the matter to the attention of 
the committee, Mr. Cole said: 

We wish to remind you that the republican parte 
has by no means improved its opportunities with 

regard to legislative nominations. We ask you

enth districts. Two years ago the votes in these 
districts for legislative candidates numbered 207,- 
608, and 47,000 were given on independent lines, one 
independent being elected. The comibined repub- 
lican and independent vote in these districts that 
were riotously gerrymandered to be made over- 
whelmingly democratic falls only little short of the 
aggregate of democratic votes—-092,041 against 
105,566. These figures afford ample encouragement 
to honest, active candidates, yet what has your 
party done? In the five districts specified there are 
fifteen legislators to be elected, and the republican 
conventions nominated five men—one an unknown 
quantity and four who have been condemned pre- 
viously by the league.

night than it was last night. The tempera- 
ture had risen today to 80 at Havre, Mont., 
74 at Miles City, and 70 at Rapid = a 8. D., 
which are key points.” 


Spend Another ‘Anxious Night. 

Farmers in the corn belt and speculators 
in the corn market spent another anxious 
night waiting to see if the frost predicted 
for Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Missouri, Kansas. 
Nebraska, and South Dakota by the weather 
bureau for last night would appear on the 
schedule time and be heavy enough to cause 
serious injury. 

There was hope for the corn grower in the 
fact that the heavy frosts of the night be- 
fore did not, according to reports from grain 
men, strike any important section of the 
corn belt, and speculators were Inclined to 
believe the frosts predicted for Nebraska, 
Iowa, Lllinois, and Indiana would be light, 
or prehaps warded off entirely by the rains 
and high winds which saved Iowa the night 
before, 

This opinion had its effect on prices in the 
corn pit, where the realizing by speculative 
holders was heavy enough to force a decline 
of one-half cent in values. Killing frosts 
in the northern half of these states would 
unquestionably cause considerable damage 
to the crop, which is unusually late. Bad 
weatlier in the spring delayed planting and 
the unusually cold summer has retarded 
development. The growth, however, has 
been rank and the ears are covered by an 
unusually heavy shuck, which farmers claim 
might protect the corn from a light frost. 

Many advices from the country, however, 
say a third to a half of the crop in the north- 
ern sections of the states named needs warm 
weather and absence of frost until Oct. 1 
to mature, and a killing frost now would 
eatch from 100,000,000 bushels to 200,000,000 
bushels in the milk, making it unmarketable 
and almost useless, even for fodder. At 
present prices of about 54 cents for cash corn 
a killing frost in these states alone might 
easily wipe out $100,000,000 worth of corn. 


Views of Expert Snow. 

Crop Expert B. W. Snow estimates the 
total crop at 2,275,000,000 bushels, or $30,000, - 
000 bushels more than the crop of 1903. pro- 
vided there is no killing frost before Oct. 1. 
He says: 

Taken as a whole, the rate of yield will 
be below last year, which is just about off- 
set by the increased acreage. Roughly, a 
crop of 2,275,000,000 {s about the maximum 
possibility, and this will be discounted in 
proportion as killing frost is experienced in 
the northern half of the belt before Oct. 1.“

Lv. SHERMAN PLEADS FOR 
NEW CHARTER FOR CHICAGO. 


Addresses Massmeeting Which Marks 
Close of Meeting of Republican Edi- 
torial Association at Decatur, III. 


Decatur, III., Sept. 14.—[Special.]—At the 
massmeeting which marked the close of the 
meeting of the Illinois Republican Editorial 
association tonight L. T. Sherman made a 
strong plea in behalf of the constitutional 
amendment which will give to the city of 
Chicago enlarged powers under a new char- 
ter. He explained that it was for the best 
interests of all of the people that this amend- 
ment be adopted, for the reason that much 
of the time of the general assembly was con- 
sumed with local Chicago questions which 
of right had no place in the general as- 
sembly.

George C. Rankin of Monmouth, president 
of the association, which convened here to- 
ae. made a plea for the Chicago charter.

“ As a nonpartisan measure we should 
recommend the adoption of the constitution- 
al amendment which would give to the great 
city of Chicago the enlarged powers which 
its vast interests absolutely require.“

bu more than the government figures sug- 
gest. Damage by rust, most serious in the Da- 
kotas, he put at 60,000,000 to 85,000,000 bu. 
The report adds: “With the facts as now 
presented, an aggregate yield of 540,000,000 
bu wheat in the United States is regarded as 
a conservative estimate—210,000,000 bu of 
spring and 330,000,000 bu of winter. The sup- 
plies held over on July 1, 1904, were estimated 
at 72,000,000 bu. This would make an ag- 
gregate supply in all positions of 612,000,000 
bu. Of, this quantity, about 490,000,000. bu 
will be required for food and seed, leaving for 
export and for supplies in all positions on 
July 1, 1905, about 122.000. 000 bu.“ ö

The current rumors have been to the effect 
that the control would be. secured by the 
New York Central and the Pennsylvania, but 
it would appear that a far greater accumu- 
lation of securities must be made before 
this can be accomplished. pan 

Commercial Paper. 

A member of the firm of A. G. Becker 
& Co. says: 

“The rates of discount are holding firm 
at 4% arid 4% per cent, although it cannot 
be expected that this condition will last 
if there is going to be se much competition. 
We feel that the condition is temporary, but 
it is such an unusual circumstance that 
country banks should be seeking commercia! 
paper at this time of year that we hardly 
know what to expect. The condition shows 
that the country banker-has waited for the 
farmer to come around for his usual loan, but 
he has failed to materialize thus far, and 
the bankers probably feel that the outlook 
does not warrant them keeping the money in 
waiting any longer.” 

American Steel and Wire. 
Speaking on the subject of current bust 
hess, an official of the American Steel and 
Wire company said: 25 

“The company has experienced a substan- 
tial increase in sales of wire products, both 
domestic and foreign,. and we are of the 
opinion that the demand will continue. 
Lower prices were all that was needed to 
stimulate the trade. The country is pros- 
perous, but consumers of everything have 
felt there should be some reduction in prices, 
and in most cases they are ready to wait until 
these are made. Since our prices were low- 
ered orders have increased fully 20 per cent 
and nearly all of the plant capacity of the

Pays 7 Per Cent in Dividends. 

During the year two dividends aggregating 
7 per cent were paid on the preferred stock, 
and two dividends also aggregating 7 per 
cent were paid on the common stock, of which 
the dividends paid Oct. 27, 1908—3% per cent 
on preferred and 3% per cent on common 
stock—were from net earttings of the previous 
fiscal year. 

The results from operation compared with 
the previous year show an increase of $667,507 
in gross earnings, an increase of $278,415 in 
operating expenses, and an increase of $389,-

. More Excursions to St. Louis. 

Coach excursions from Chicago. to St. Louis 
and return fer $6 will be run by the Chicago- 
St. Louis lines five days a week, instead of 
twice a week, as heretofore. 

The Central and Western Passenger asso- 
clations were informed yesterday that the 
St. Louls passenger committee has recom- 
mended that coach excursions be run from 
now until the close of the exposition on the 
first five days of each week, from all poizts 
more than 200 miles from St. Louis, on the 
basis of a rate of $6 from Chicago and Kan- 
sas City. It also recommended that from 
points within 200 miles a daily rate of one 
fare for the round trip be made. 

Lines Accept the Rates. 

The Central Passenger association lines 
met and decided to accept these rates. The 
western association has called a meeting 
of the executive committee for tomorrow. 

Although the leading Chicago-St. Louis 
lines assert they are opposed Ko any coach 


can be no doubt that the recommendation 
will be approved. While the roads have 
all the business they conveniently can carry, 
the lines west and southwest of St. Louis 
have not been doing the business which 
they expected, and they Are determined to 
make the low rates to stimulate travel. 

The Missouri Pacific has forestalled action 
by the western association by announcing 
it will run daily coach excursions at a $6 
rate from Kansas City to St. Louis and re- 
turn, and will make correspondingly low 
rates from Oklahoma, Texas, and other 
western ad southwestern points. The Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois also is determined 
to run the cheap excursions, regardless of 
the wishes of the older roads. * 


Grain Rate Advance Abandoned. 


The present low grain rates of 17% cents a 
hundred pounds on domestie shipments and 
15 cents on export from Chicago to the At- 
lantic seaboard wil] not be advanced on Oct. 
1, as had been agreed upon when these rates 
were put into effect. At a meeting of the 
chief traffic officials of the Central Freight 
association yesterday it was decided to post- 
pone the advance until Nov. 1. 

The grain movement east from Chicago has 
not made more than ordinary improvement 
during the last week and unless shipments 
come forward in much larger volume it is 
not probable that the rates will be advanced 
before Dec. 1, and probably not during the 
winter. The east bound roads formerly 
could make any rate that the traffic could 
stand after the close of navigation, but the 
gulf lines have become active and dangerous 
competitors for export grain during the time 
navigation is closed. 


Notes of Traffic Affairs. . 


The colonist rate of 883 from Chicago to Call- 
fornia has led to improved sleeping car service 
to California from Chicago, St. Louis, and Min- 
meapolis via both the Colorado and EI Paso gate- 
ways. Instead of having a triweekly tourist 
car service the roads hereafter will run tourist

Chicago officials are un- 
aware of the plan. 


RECEIVER FOR INDIANA ROAD. 


Chicago, Indianapolis and Eastern Rail- 
way, 45 Miles Long, in Straits 
Noteholder Pressing Case. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 14.—Upon the re- 
quest of the creditors Judge Francis E. 
Baker today appointed Manager George W. 
Bartlett receiver of the Chicago, Indianapo- 
lis and Eastern railway, forty#five miles of 
track, from Muncie to Converse. 

Arthur W. Howard of Chicago, in a peti- 
tion in court, alleged that he holds a note 
for $12,500 given by the officials of the road, 
which was due April 27, 1904, and that it is 
still] unpaid. The complaint also states that 
there are two judgments pending against 
the road for $6,500 and $2,500 respectively. 

The complaint cites that in May, 1902, the 
company’s property was mortgaged for 
$500,000 and later it borrowed $100,000, It is 
further alleged that the company will not be 
able to pay its employés tomorrow.
